SIR THOMAS ROYDEN IN U.S.

ITALIAN PORTS. 


NEW “FREE” ZONE 
CREATED. 


The Italian Government has 
approved an important decree re- 
lating to the establishment of 
free ports in that country. Sec- 
tion I provides that Savona, 
Genoa, Leghorn, Naples, Brindisi, 
Bari, Ancona, Venice, Trieste, 
Fiume, Palermo, Messina, Catania 
and Cagliari may be declared free 
ports, wholly, or in part, for a 
period of 80 years, commencing 
on January 1, 1928. . 

lf this is done, they will then 
be considered outside the zone 
under Customs supervision, ac- 
cording to the Italian Customs 
Law of 1896, and it will be possi- 
ble to carry on the operations of 
loading, discharging, carriage, 
storage, handling and, tranship- 
ping of cargo: without Customs 
supervision. The captains of 
vessels so engaged, however, 
will be, obliged to produce,. for 
statistical purposes only, their 
bills of lading. 

Section III states that permis- 
sion to establish within the 
boundaries of the free ports fac- 
tories and other industrial under- 
takings’ will be given by the port 
authorities only after securing 
sanction from the Ministry of 
Finance and National Economy, 
while, according to Section IV, all 
goods carried coastwise which 
may enter ‘a free port without 
passing the Customs lose their 
nationality and must be stored in 
special warehouses under Govern- 
ment control. ° . 

Accompanying the decree was 
an official statement to the effect 
that its terms could also be ap- 
plied to shipbuilding yards estab- 
lished within the free port zones, 
the object of this being further’to 
assist Italian shipbuilders to meet

REPORT BEFORE COUNCIL: 


. The following report on the 
finances of the Colony for 1926 
will be given at to-day’s meeting

\ BOYCOTT. 


TRADE CONDITIONS REVIEWED 


Reviewing the yaer 1926 in 
the New Territories, Mr, J. A. 
Fraser, District Officer North 
comments on the success of ex- 
periments in the introduction of 
Verey-light signals distributed 
to villagers ‘for giving early 
warning of attempted robberies. 

Regarding industries, native 
brick kilns have had an unusual- 
ly prosperous year, but those 
with modern plant at Castle 
Peak and Lo Wu have found it 
hard to carry on, as the market 
for their wares at Hong Kong 
is still very dull.

TRIBUTES TO INSPECTOR 
BLACKMAN. : 


TO-DAY'S PRESENTATION. 


In the presence of a large gather- 

Ing of police officers In the Police 
Canteen at Headquarters at noon 
to-day, the Hon. Mr. E. D. C. Wolfe 
(C.S.P.) made a presentation to 
Divistonal Inspector W. F, Black- 
man who is leaving for. England on 
retirement by the s.s. Mantua". on 
Saturday, . : 
' The present took the form of a 
tea service with 2 .coffee pot and 
silver inlaid blackwoed tray, and a 
ense of pines, . 

On the tray was inscribed “Pre- 
sented to Inspector W. F. Blackman 
by membera of the Hong Kong 
Police Force on his retirement after 
27 years’ service—25th June, 1927." 

In making the presentation Mr, 
Wolfe addressed the gathering say- 
Ing that. they were that morning 
bidding farewell to n senior mem- 
ber of the Force, who was retiring 
after 27 years.. Inspector Black- 
man firat arrived in Hong Kong 
during the Boxer toruble and [t waa 
a coincidence that he was leaving 
while a similar occurrence was on 
foot. His (Mr, Wolfe's) personal 
connection with Inspector Blackman 
dated back some 24 years. He 
clearly remembered when P. C. 
Blackman reported. for ‘duty at 
Shataukok in 1903 under Inspector 
Lamont. From that time. Mr. 
Blackman followed the course of 
his predecessors, to several. of 
whom he had recently said good- 
bye, 
the Iitdder until he reached the 
rank of Divisional Inspector in 
charge of the Eastern district, with 
which rank he was now leaving the 
Force, Inspector Blackman would 
not be leaving the Force even now 
but for the fact that he had felt 
the atrain during the last few years 
and thought he had ‘better go Tome 
while he: was fairly fit rather than 
wait until he was practically order- 
ed away. He was sure that they 
all deeply regretted the ‘parting. 
Mr. Wolfe said that he himself had 
lexpected that Inspector Blackman 
would stay a few years more. He 
was sure that il health was the 
only consideration which made Tn- 
spector Blackman come to the deci- 
sion to retire, because as & matter 
of fact he was entitled to retire 
several years ago, but being fit he 
chose to carry on, But for the 
strain on his‘health, Mr. Wolfe was 
satisfied that Inspector Blackman 
would have served for several 
years more, =. . 

Inspector Blackman, ‘said Mr. 
Wolfe, joined the Police Force in 
-1900 ns-one-af-the-40-Marines.(nick- 
named in the Force as the 40 
thieves). Mr. Blackman’s first pro- 
motion came in 1907 when he was 
made a Lance Sergeant. He rose to 
be full Sergeant in 1913, Sub-Ins- 
pector in 1920 and full Inspector in 
1922, He was once commended for 
the plucky arrest of a burglar in 
Taipo, and in 1920 he received the 
fourth class Police Medal for tong 
and faithful service. This, Mr. 
Wolfe.commented, was a career 
which anyone could be proud of. 

The gathering then drank In- 
spector Blackman's health with 
musical honours, singing “He's a 
Jolly Good Fellow.” . . 

Inspector Blackman then return- 
ed thanks, speaking with obvious 
feeling. He said “I thank you all 
very, very much for this reception 
and the presents. My wife and my- 
self will always think highly of 
them. I again thank you.”

NOTES ON CRICKET, TENNIS

How iy, Millions Was 
Distributed. 


1926 PAYMENTS REVIEWED. 


The following ipa on the 
Trade Loun id contained in the re- 
port of the Colony’s Finances, for 
1926, to be presented at to-day's 
Legistative Council meeting. 

The first foan was made on 
November 16, 1925, and by Decem- 
ber 31, 1926, the loans issued-on the 
of the Trade 
Committee had reached a total sum 
of $15,524,588.46. 

During the “period under review 
repayment of Principal moneys was 
effected to the extent of $2,604,930, 
and the outstanding loans on. De- 
cember 81,'1926, totalled $12,919,- 
658.46. Interest in arrears amounted 
to $117,369.42. 

No call was made on the Colony’s 
funds, the Loans being financed by 
borrowings from the Straits Settle- 
ments: Government, the West Afri- 
can Commissioners and Hong Kong 
und Shanghai Banking Corporation 
amounting in all to £1,800,000, 

During the year £406,000 of this 
was repaid. * 

Conditions of Loans.
